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FIGHT OR WRESTLING MATCH? 


Shippy Wants to Know About 
Saturday Night Bout. 


HELD IN HEART OF THE CITY. 


Investigation to Be Made Today of the 
Alleged Knockout. 


Officials ef the Knights of Pythias, Order 
of the Moose and Commercial Telegraphers 
Union of America, will be summoned before 
Police Inspector Lavin today to explain 
whether the sparring bout given in the 
K. of P. hall, Firmenich building, Saturday 
night, came within the prescribed limitations 
of police regulation. 

Two conflicting reports reached Chief 
Shippy yesterday; and he was considerably 
put out over the fact that Lieut. Benjamin 
Reed, on duty at the Central detail when 
the entertainment took place, knew nothing 
about it until he read the newspaper ac- 


counts. The Central detail is located at 181 


Washington street, while the hall is at 173 
Washington street, corner of Fifth avenue. 
The story which causes the police worry is 
to the effect that Kid Essinger, a local 
fighter, was knocked out in three rounds by 
Ralph Grant, a featherweight of Montreal, 
and in this connection it is related that the 


Affair had to be pulled off downtown be- 


cause it was prevented in the outlying dis- 
trict: 


Stories of Great Conflict. 

The police are experiencing considerable 
difficulty in procuring the real facts, and 
the accounts, coming from Lieut. John H. 
Alcock, who has charge of locating the wit- 
nesses, are conflicting. Lieut. Alcock report- 
ed that Mr. Burdick saw the whole entertain- 
ment and that Burdick was sure neither of 
the boxers struck a blow, merely giving a 
“scientific sparring match with open 
hands. To a reporter for THs TRIBUNB, Mr. 
Burdick said he did not witness the spar- 
ring match,” but saw a wrestling match. 
“JT am sorry such a thing oecurred, he 
said. 

Frank M. Howe, an elevator operator in the 
building, told the police he saw it all, and 
that a wrestling match was the oniy athietic 
exhibition. 

Mr. Burdick, according to Lieut. Alcock, 
promised to appear before him with several 
prominent members of the K. of P. to prove 
that the law was not violated, but admits the 
mistake of not having asked for a detail of 
policemen to witness the performance. 


Shippy Not Convinced. 

„The report of the boxing bout surprises 
me, but I am not yet convinced of its truth, 
and have put it up to Inepector Lavin to get 
the facts, said Chief Shippy. “I believed 
that little affair at the Illinois Athletic club 
wherein the four principals were fined $100 
each, ended that sort of foolishness. There 
will-be a thorough investigation, and then 
I will decide what to do.“ 

„ have been able to locate only two wit- 
nesses so far, said Lieut. Alcock. The in- 
vestigation will be resumed in the morning, 
when Burdick will have leading members 
of the K. of P. here to tell just what hap- 
pened. Howe, the elevator operator, told 
me he witnessed the whole performance, that 
the doors were open ali the while, and that 
the program consisted of music by colored 
men, a recitation by a white man, and a 
wrestling match by a couple of kids. 

„ Burdick says two messenger boys mere- 
ly illustrated the points of boxing by shift- 
ing their open hands, and that later these 
two kids wrestied. The rest of his state- 
ments agrees with Howe's story.”

Lieut. Aleock could get no clew to the per- 
sons back of the entertainment until he 
found a torn admission ticket that he pasted 
together. It reads: ‘ Benefit entertainment. 


Musical and smoker for Brother E. S. Fitch, 


Saturday evening, Dec. 19, 1908, 8 p. m., at 56 
State street. Admission 25 cents.“ 

“The K. of P. was not back of the affair 
to my knowledge,“ said Mr. Burdick last 
night. Fitch belongs to the K. of P. of 
Cleveland or Cincinanti, I forget which. 
He also belongs to the Moose and the Teleg- 
raphers, and the term ‘brother’ could 
have applied to them as well as us. Fitch 
worked for the Western Union or Postal, re- 
mained loyal to his union at the time of the 
strike, and has been out of work ever since. 

„ The benefit was advertised to take place 
in the Moose hall at 56 State street, but it 
proved too small. There were only four mem- 
bers of the K of P. present. I don't believe 
there was a dozen yoters in the house. They 
were mostly messenger boys and kid opera- 
tors. I didn’t see any blows struck, but was 
absent from the hall part of the time. It 
surprises me to hear the boxers were pro- 
fessionals and that blows actually were 


struck.

WINS OR LOSES BET TODAY 


O'Malley Is Due at Queenstown 
This Afternoon. 


DELAYED BY HEAD WINDS. 


Automobile Will Be Waiting for the 
Voyager When He Lands. 


Friends of Pat O’Malley, the Chicago sa- 
loonkeeper who is racing to Ireland on a 
wager of $1,000, expect to hear from him be- 
fore 5 o'clock this afternoon. 

The Lusitania, on which boat he sailed 
from New York last Wednesday, is due at 
Queenstown today. A sixty horse power 
automobile will be at the dock to meet O' Mal- 


fifty miles to the town of Ballyagran, County 
Limerick. 

At 8 o'clock last night the New York office | 
of the Cunard steamship line reported the 
Lusitania about 500 miles off Queenstown. 
The last two days the big liner had encoun- 
tered strong head winds, and it probably will 
be a few hours behind its scheduled time in 
reaching Queenstown. 

To insure against delay after O'Malley 
steps on the dock at Queenstown, his man- 
ager, D. J. Stevens, cabled yesterday to a 
Cork automobile livery to meet him. A wire- 
less message also will be thrown to the 
Lugitania informing O'Malley of the arrange- 


ment. 
Many Side Bess Made. 

Great interest. is tested. in the, race 
among friends of both O'Malley and Big 
Jim” O’Leary as the Lusitania nears the 
Irish port. Several side bets have been 
made on the result. The uncertainty of the 
weather figures largely in the proposition and 
O'Leary, who wagered 51,000 that O'Malley 
could not make the trip inside of a week, 
Will have his ear to the ground today. 

Pat will surely win the bet,” said his man- 
ager, Stevens. “The boat got away at 10 
o'clock in the morning last Wednesday, ane 
with an even break as to weather conditions 
he will arrive at Queenstown by 5 o'clock 
Monday afternoon. The Great Southern and 
Western railroad runs from Queenstown to 
within four miles of Ballyagran, but I'm not 
taking any chances on those irish railways. 
I cabled an automobile concern at Cork, 
which is ten miles inland from Queenstown, 
to meet Pat on his arrival. 

“He ought to be able to make the fifty 
miles from Queenstown to Ballyagran in two 
hours at the outside.

Baltimore Officials Appeal to Min- 
ister Called Here from There. 


GETS WIRES BEFORE SERMON 


Dr. Stone Besieged After Filling 


Fourth Presbyterian Pulpit. 


Strong efforts are being made by Baltimore 
public officials, labor unions, and the con- 
gregation of the Brown Memorial Presby- 
terlan church of the Maryland city to keep 
the Rev. John Timothy Stone in charge of 
that church rather than have him accept 
the call to the Fourth Presbyterian church 
of Chicago.

Stone immediately before he 
began his sermon on The Power of Prayer 
before the north side congregation last night. 
Both begged the minister to stand by Bal- 
timore.“ 

Other protests from the eastern city are 
based on the fact that since his incumbency 
of the Brown Memorial pulpit Dr. Stone has 
made a noteworthy record, both by his exec- 
utive work and sermons, and that the need 
for him is greater in Baltimore than in Chi- 


Oatholic: Example Cited. 2 

The members of the Brown Memorial con- 
gregation during the day passed resolutions 
of protest against the possible change and 
Judges Niles and Stockbridge, leaders in the 
church, spoke strongly on the subject. 

The Roman Catholic church,“ said Judge 
Niles, “has chosen Baltimore as its head- 
quartere in the United States, and no one 
can say Cardinal Gibbons has less infiu- 
ence in the world, because he is in our Mary- 
land instéad of Chicago.“ 

Two days ago Dr. Stone came to Chicago 
to confer with the deacons of the Fourth 
Presbyterian church and it was thought that 
by Sunday evening he would have accepted 
the call. However, the pressure from the 
east has been s strong that Dr. Stone has 
withheld his final answer. He will remain 
in Chicago until tomorrow, when he will 
leave for Baltimore, after reaching a definite 
decision in the matter. 


Many Hear His Sermon. 

The church last night was attended by an 
unusually large congregation to hear Dr. 
Stone’s sermon. The Maryland minister 
said in his address that there was power in 
prayer and that it was only lack of faith 
that induced denial of this fact. 

He made the declaration that prayer fol- 
lowed by strenuous work was prolific of 
greater results than any other agency. 

The vacancy which Dr. Stone has been 
called to fill is caused by the departure of 
the Rev. William Robson Notman. Since 
then the Fourth Presbyterian church has 
been in charge of the Rev. John Newton 
Freeman, aseistant pastor.

did not learn until some time after I returned 
that the letters to teachers regarding their 


' markings had not been sent out, as the rule 


demands. This rule covers teachers whose 
markings are below 70 and are in some danger 
of dismissal; those whose markings are be- 
low 80 and who are ineligible to promotion, 
and those whose markings have been low- 


ered. 

“ When I ordered the markings sent out, 
some of the principals of schools protested, 
and I told them that I would look into the 
matter. I did so, and found there was no al- 


ternative. 

“These letters are a boomerang. They 
come home to the people who are trying to 
make a case, end show, by their text, that 
if an error was made it was corrected imme- 


diately. 


Means Fair Play for Teachers. 

“TI might add that the board of superin- 
tendents adjusts markings in order to equal- 
ize the standards of different principals. 
One result of this is seen in night school 
work, where these markings enter into the 
selection of teachers. Thus if one principal 
grades all his teachers 97 per cent, as has 
been done, and another is more conserva- 
tive, it is right that the teachers under the 
conservative principal should not suffer by 
comparison. Of course, Mise Patchen was 
right in inquiring, and if her mark had been 
adjusted by the board of superintendents 
she would have been told so. I know of no 
movement on foot to lower salaries on ac- 
count of markings, nor is this done at pres- 
ent. 2 

In one instance Mr. Bright came to me, 
showed me his pocket grade book, the pages 
of which were worn from use, and pointed.

TELEGRAPH COMPANY ROBBED 
BY OPERATORS ON THE COAST. 


Secret Service Organization Discloses 
Banded Scheme of Theft and Rail- 
road Employes Are Arrested. 


Portiand, Ore., Dec. 20.—An investigation 
by the Western Union Telegraph company 
carried on during the last six months has 
disclosed an organized system of theft among 
railroad operatore on the Pacific coast by 
reason of which the telegraph company has 
been robbed of an amount estimated at sey- 
eral hundred thousand. dollars. 

Complaints that messages had not been 
sent or delivered and the falling off of receipts 
at certain places on railroad Mnes caused 
the Western Union to institute an investiga- 
tion. A secret service was organized and it 
was discovered that in some instances 60 per 
cent of the money received for messages 
filed at railroad offices where operators joint- 
ly handle commercial business of telegraph 
company and railroad never reached the tele- 
graph company. Telegrams were properly 
transmitted and delivered, but records of 
these dispatches, so far as reports and book- 
keeping pertained, had. been destroyed. 

Following the discovery of the theft and 
the accumulation of proof warrants were ob- 
tained for the arrest of several operators in 
the state of Washington, and it is alleged 
by officials that at least one of the men has 
confessed.

All Milks May Be “Certified.” 

The great problem that those intere 
in the purity of certified milk have to — 
with,” sid Dr. J. F. Biehn. city chemist, 
who has cotperated with the committee, 

is that any one who chooses may call his 
milk certified and Sell it as such. As a re- 
sult dealers have labeled ordinary milk cer- 
tined and the term has ceased to mean any- 
thing. 

“ Certified milk is a modified milk, a chem- 
ical product, a medicine, and therefore as 
much outside the scope of the control of the 
health department as any other drug or med- 
ical preparation. Doctors prescribe it as 
they prescribe other medicines, and if they 
choose to prescribe milk that ig certified 
onh im. that it bears that label, or if they 
allow people to fil! their prescriptions with 
milk that has not one of the distinctive 
characteristics of true certified milk, we can 
do nothing. 

“In New York and Kentucky the county 
medical associations are recognized as semi- 
official bodies and only certified milk which 
has their approval may legally use that 
‘name. In Illinois, however, we have been 
*. 720 such a, jaw would be unconstitu- 

onal.“ 


Will Be Given Distinctive Seal. 


to achieve the standardization of certified 
milk without legislation. 

It is probable, he said, that the Chi- 
cago Medical society will officially establish 
a committee for the certification of milk, or, 
what is more likely, officially recognize the 
existing milk commission as the only au- 
thorized agency for this purpose. All milk 
certified by this commission will be given a 
seal, a label, or a trademark that will dis- 
tinguish it from all other so-called ‘ certi- 
led milk. The medical profession and the 
public will be educated to realize that only 
milk bearing this label or seal was authori- 
tatively approved as ‘certified." The in- 
fringement of the label or name would, of 
course, be punishable without any special 
legislation.“ 

The rumor that the agitation meant trou- 
ble between those back of it and the existing 
milk commission was ridiculed by all those 
interested, The most convincing proof that 
nothing of the kina will occur was the denial 
of it by Dr. Isaac A. Abt. Dr. Abt is him- 
self the entire certifying committee of the 
milk commission, and is also leading the 
movement on the part of the Chicago Medical 
society to improve the methods of certifying 


milk. 


Report of Inspectors. 

The weekly health report shows that out of 
804 samples of milk and cream inspected 
during the week, 1.9 per cent was found to 
be below grade; thirty-nine milk depots and 
thirteen milk stores were found to be in an 
insanitery condition, and eighteen milk 
depots andten milk stores previously warned 
were found to have neglected to comply with 
the ordinances. Seventy-mine dairy farms 
were found to be below the required standard, 
forty-seven milk houses in an insanitary 
conaition, and nine diseased cows were ex- 
cluded from herés. 

The health report also contains a statement 
of the prevalence of scarlet fever in the viein- 
ity of Sixty-eighth street and Lexington ave- 
nue, attributing the origin to the failure of 
one family to resport mild cases. Last week 
there were seven cases—most of them in

The building of good roads by the federal 
and state governments was demanded yes- 
terday by the Chicago Federation of Labor. 
The demands were embodied in reports made 
by the federation’s legislative committee 
and adopted unanimously. 

The reports called for the abolition of the 
contract system and urgea that the federal 
and state governments give preference to 

en who. are American citizens and 
trades unionists. In eddition to the building 
of roads the committee urged that work 
on the new deep waterway between Lockport 
and Utica, authorized by a $20,000,000 bond 
issue‘ referendum at the November election, 
be pushed. 

The report pointed out that at the present 
time there are only 1,800,000 persons out of 
work, out of a total of 2,500,000 idle during the 
industrial depression one year ago. 


} Plan Panama Investigation. 

It was urged that the American Federa- 
tion of Labor take up the movement for 
good roads and push the work in congress. 
Labor conditions in the Panama canal zone, 
the report stated, will be taken up and in- 
vestigated by the national labor body. 

The committee urged that Chicago trades 
unionists be given preference in the various 
crafts to be employed in the construction of 
the new city hell. 

The federation refused to take action on a 
resolution from the International Brother- 
hood of Steam Shovel and Dredgemen urg- 
ing that the Chicago river be widened toa 
uniform width of 200 feet.

It would be better for the roads to 
evade the controversy by electrifying 
their terminals without needless delay.

THE FREEMAN'S WILL. 


A weapon that comes down as still 
As snowflakes fall upon the sod;

sens. But John Pierpont is discounted. 
He lived and died before the modern age 
of “civics” began. Now comes a re 
Ermer who discusses Some Things the 
Ballot Cannot Do.” The address is 
given at the second winter meeting of the 
National League for the Civic Education 
of Women. 

“ Civics,” not the ballot,” is the mys- 
tie word that will summon the genii of 
modern life to activity. To interest wom- 
en in civics is declared to be a far more 
deserving work than to train them for 
the ballot. NMecetion day comes infre- 
quently. “Civics” is busy all the year. 
The ballot puts people into office. “ Civ- 
ies” affects the masses of people out of 
office. The immorality of dirty streets, 
evercrowded tenements, and misdirected 
taxes will be recognized through educa- 
tion in “civics” rather than through the 
use of the ballot. 4 

It ia a striking way of stating a truth. 
“The ballot cannot administer justice, de- 
tect the padding of pay rolls, disclose 
waste of millions in supplies, give every 
child & seat in school, remove dark rooms 
and schoo! sinks, or study conditions that 
foster misgovernment.“ Nor are the 
words applicable to women alone. They 
emphasize the importance of the work 
that is being done day by day through the 
educational agencies of many kinds whose 
activities are becoming more and more 
powerful every year. 

Federations, clubs, associations—the 
designation is immaterial—are studying 
the problems of present day civilization. 
Men 4nd women are being interested as 
mever before. By public meetings, by 
stirring addresses, by printed reports, by 
study classes, by regular periodicals, these 
organizations are teaching civics to the 
people. They characterize the age. They 
are reforming abuses. They are altering 
conditions. They are changing the modes 
of thought of the reading and reflecting 
citizenship to whom their appeals go. 
There is substantial reality in the state- 
ment, Given evidence, and broad day- 
light, it is surprising tow few govern- 
mental problems require the ballot for 
their proper settlement.” 


THE EXPLANATION. 

A correspondent asks Tux Trisvune to 
explain why, with new sources of reve- 
nue, the city of Chicago should have less 
money to spend next year than it had 
this year. The two sources of revenue 
ate the wheel tax and the 55 per cent of 
the net street railroad receipts. Mani- 
festly the correspondent is not aware that 
the proceeds of the wheel tax go for 
street repairing, on which the city has 
spent but little in the past. The traction 
ofdinances provide that the money re- 
ceived from the companies shall go into 
a separate fund to be used for the pur- 
chase and construction of street railways. 

The ‘city will have less money to spend 
in 1909 than in 1908 Because the board of 
review found that there had been a 
shrinkage of taxable wealth as a result 
of the panic. Because of the lower as- 
sessment the municipal government wil! 
not be able to get so much money through 
bond issues as it had ‘calculated on. It 
is quite probable that the license receipts 
will fall below those of this year by rea- 
son of a decrease in the number of Sa- 
loons. That is why public improvements 
will be so poorly provided for in the next 
appropriation bill. 

And that is why city employés who 
have been pleading with aldermen to have 
their salaries increased are not likely to 
be accommodated. 


AMERICA THE GOLDEN. 

Prof. Ferrero is right in thinking that 
Christopher Columbus had no idea of 
what would result from his expedition as 
he turned his vessels westward across the 
unknown waters. The moters, poets, 
and playwrights of the Dlizabethan age 
were wont to picture “ Virginia” as a 
land of golden plenty.

OUR TAX ON CIVILIZATION. 

Now that the prospects of effective 
tariff revision are brightening chere qught 
to be hope of an abolition of our tax on 
civilization, the tariff on works of art. 

These schedules have been a cause of 
chagrin to the intelligent American too 
long. They have been maintained in stub- 
bornness and philistinism, and they must 
be wiped out. ie 

In the fiscal year ended June, 1907, art 
works not specially provided for, paint- 
ings. in oi] and water colors, pastels, pen 
and ink drawings, and statuary supplied 
revenue in the sum of $774,400.87. The 
amount involved is not a serious factor. 
The reasons for the tax are still more neg- 
ligible. 

The chief of these seem 


to bet first, that 


the American artist needs protection; 


second, that aft is a luxury of the rich, 
to be taxed on that account for revenue 
as well as for protection of home indus- 
try. As to the first reason, it may be said 
conclusively that the artists most deserv- 
ing of protection do not want protection. 
They realize that this is a form of pro- 
tection Which does not protect. They 
understand that the importation of art 
works means the stimulation of interest 
and the growth of taste in the arts, and 
upon this interest and .taste depends 
their own welfare. 

The second reason, that art is a lux- 


ury of the rich in the degree that it may 


be true, begs the question of the social 
value of art, and upon this question the 
whole argument for free trade in art de- 
pends, If it be granted that painting end 
statuary are a luxury of: the wealthy, it 
is also true that this class should be en- 
couraged in the acquisition of the ma- 
chinery of culture. If our ideals of civ- 
lisa tion include an esthetic ideal, citizens 
with means to develop and gratify it 
should not be penalized. 

But a broader reasoning applies. This 
“luxury of the rich” is a benefit to the 
public generally because it finds its way 
eventually into public galleries and be- 
cause it stimulates in a pervasive way 
the general demand for art, including 
“home talent,” even among people of 
smalier means, 

There ought to be another concerted 
uttempt to remove this benighted tax. It 
is discreditable to the nation to retain it.

STATE CARE FOR EPILEPTICS. 

It is to be hoped the coming legislature 
will not be stricken with that untimely 
and mistaken thrift which refused the 
appropriation asked at the last session for 
a colony for epilepties. This is a matter 
in which economy becomes parsimony. 
Not humanity only but social foresight 
demands that IIlinois follow in the foot-, 
steps of New York, Ohio, and other states 
in providing for these unfortunates. 

On the economie side the well informed 
secretary of the board of education points 
out that the epileptic is frequently 4 
charge on the public, but that in colonies 
it is possible for him to contribute to his 
own support. 

The National Association for the Study 
of Epilepsy and the state board of char- 
ities support this petition, which should 
be considered not by itself merely but in 
the light of its important relations to the 
whole problem of efficiency in the care 
of the insane and feeble minded. Epi- 
lepsy is nearly as prevalent as insanity 
and as grave a public question. Now 
that IIlinois seems awakened to the need 
of a better system of public charities, the 
better care of the epileptic should be as- 
sured, 


FRUIT OF THE SCISSORS. 

It took 33,000,000,000 cubic feet of gas to 
light New York during the last twelve months 
to say nothing of electricity, kerosene, and 
candles. The gas passed through 1,086,026 
meters, and the electricity through 108,239 
meters. For the latter there were 84,474 con- 
sumers, and for gas 997,752 consumer’. If 
all the gas was stored in a pipe one foot 
square in cross section the pipe would go 
248,000 times around the world. The meters 
set side by side would reach from New 
York City to Washington.

Emperor WilMam’s decision to sell the cas- 
tle of Stolzenfels, on the Rhine, and the 
chateaux of Benrath and of Jagerhof, near 
Diisseldorf, is sensible, and it is foolish to at- 
tribute the resolve to financial straits. He 
is burdened with an extraordinary number 
of castles, palaces, and chateaux, hundreds 
in number, whith entail an enormous. en- 
pense in maintenance and repairs and which 
in the majority of instances are so lacking 
in every modern convenience and have so 
many other disadvantages as to render them 
altogether unavailable for use as an imperial 


| residence. 


The two chateaux near Düsseldorf are rela- 
tively unknown. But the castle Bf Stolzen- 
fels is familiar to every American who has 
ever toured up or down the river Rhine. 
It is one of the landmarks, indeed, of the 
banks of that river, and it le easy to under- 
stand that the kaiser has received an offer 
of over a million marks for the place. Situ- 
ated four miles from the elty of Coblens, it 
was built in rg icon gees century on the 
bite of an old ronial stro 14 by one 
of the prince archbishops of Treves as 4 
residence and as a fortress. Partially de- 
stroyed by the troops of Louis XIV. at the 
close of the seventeenth century, it was 
restored by the ofty of Coblens at a conaider- 
able cost and presented by it to King Fred- 
erick Wimam III. of Prussia. 

— 


Frederick Willlam IV. was fond of the 
place, used it as his summer residence, and 
entertained Queen Victoria and her husband 
there in 1845. It was on that occasion that 
Queen Victoria was rendered so indignant 
by the difficulties which were raised about 
the precedence of her husband, a young arch- 
duke of Austria, quite remotély related to 
the emperor of Austria, being accorded the 
“pas” of the prince consort, that her visits 
to Germany and other foreign courts thence- 
forth were few and far between. 

Formerly a number of relics, including the 
swords of Napoleon, of King Murat, and of 
Field Marshal Blhucher, were preserved at 
Stolzenfels. But these have been removed 
to the Hohensollern museum at Berlin and 
the purchaser of the castle will have to con- 
tent himself with the building and grounds 
and with a quantity of royal furniture quite 
the reverse of comfortable or even artistic. 
Another disadvantage to which he will be 
subjected will be the perpetual visitations 
of tourists, who will be extremely indignant 
unless they are permitted to have the run 
of the place, regardless of his natural wishes 
for privacy. It has never been of any earth- 
ly use to the kaiser, only a source Of ex- 
pense, and he is well rid of it. 

— 


There is no doubt that other castles and 
chateaux will be disposed of in the same way 
and many of his fellow sovereigns would 
be delighted if they were able to follow his 
example in the matter. Thus, King Edward 
has a number of residences which aré of no 
use whatsoever to him or even to the mem- 
bers of his family. He is not at liberty to 
sell them, but in the case of Osborne has 
turned over the greater portion of the estate 
to the nation for use as a naval academy 
and as a convalescent home for patients 
from naval and military hospitals; while 
the White Lodge in Richmond Park, where 
the princess of Wales spent her early child- 
hood, after being offered by him in vain to 
all his relatives and declined with thanks, 
has been loaned to Mrs, Neuman on the un- 
derstanding that she maintains it in proper 
repair, witfout any expense to the treas- 
ury. 

He has also a superfluous royal residence 
at Kew, one at Claremont, part of which 
is loaned to the widowed duchess of Albany, 
Mkewise at Holyrood in Edinburgh, where 
he * never spent a night in his life, and 
7 noral, where the queen and himself 

4 for about three weeks each year. 
— 


It is, however, King Victor Emmanuel who 
is the greatest sufferer in this respect. Italy 
was formerly divided into innumerable petty 
states, the rulers of each of which had his 
capital, with his palace and his suburban 
residences and beautiful country seats. All 
these became the property of the house of 
Savoy when the peninsula was transformed 
into the single kingdom of United Italy, and 
the consequence thereof is that the king finds 
himself with palaces in almost every small 
city of his dominions, besides innumerable 
huge country seats of a palatial order, most 
of which stand empty from one year's end 
to the other, and yet which require the ex- 
penditure of vast sums of money for main- 
tenance. 

In fact, a considerable portion of his civil 
list goes in the upkeep of all these useless 
palaces and chäteaux, of which there area 
dozen in and around Naples alone.

Lord Roberts in his sensational speech the 
other day on the subject of the military 
weakness of Great Britain warned his coun- 
trymen that it would be within the power of 
Germany to land an army of 150,000 or 200,000 
men on the coast of the united kingdom, 
whioh would sweep everything before it. 
Doubts have been expressed on both sides of 
the Atlantic as to whether this would be 
feasible, especially in view of the watch- 
fulnese of the navy. 75 

But Vice Admiral Finnis in a public ad- 
dress at Dover has shown that it was possi- 
ble. For he stated that in some of the re- 
cent big maneuvers and sham naval! fights 
he and the force under his command were 
supposed to represent a German fleet in- 
trusted with the task of conveying an army 
of 80.000 men across the North sea and of 
effecting a landing on the British coast. He 
declared that under the cover of one of those 
heavy fogs which sometimes hang over the 
North sea and British channel for weeks to- 
gether, he succeeded in accomplishing his 
task without being caught or even seen by 
the g squadrons which were on the 
look out for him in order to prevent the 


invasion. f

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How “Beauty” Should Sleep. 

The bed that-the beauty seeker will choose 
is hard and flat, and she will not sleep on a 
pillow. for pillows, you know, make round 


shoulders and spoil the carriage. When she 


hops into bed after her warm beauty bath 
she will not curl up like a sleepy kitten, but 
Will lie on her back with the limbs in a per- 
fectly relaxed position and her arms in some 
comfortable position. 

Her bed chamber will be swept the night 
through with pure, fresh air, the windows be- 
ing open at both the top and bottom, and with 
the bed carefully guarded against drafts. 
It is considered a sign of ignorance nowadays 
to sleep in a room where the window is opened 
but acrack. The covering on the bed will be 
as light as possible, lightweight blankets be- 


4 ing the best covering, as they furnish all the 


needed warmth with the least possible 
weight. There should be enough covers on 
the bed so that the cold will not be felt even 
on the coldest nights, and so that the win- 
dows will not have to be ciosed. 

With proper sleep wrinkles do not come 80 
soon, the skin does not assume that muddy, 
clouded look that it otherwise does, and the 
cheeks have that rosy pink look that good 
health alone can give. 


How to Sit Cracefully. 


The vast majority of women do not know 
how to sit down properly or gracefully. 
Almost every woman when she sits down 
sits but half way on the chair and then ieans 
back so that the back is curved and the en- 
tire weight comes on the end of the spine. 
This is an extremely unhealthy position as 
well as an ungraceful one. 

When sitting down be sure that your hips 
are never further forward than your should- 
ers. The proper way to sit is to have your 
hips as far back in the chair as they will 
go and firmly settled there and then imagine 


the upper part of your body a stem, swaying, 


as it will. You can lean forward or sideweys, 
but you will never waht to lean back. You 
even will find it easy to stoon and pick 
something off the floor. You always will look 
well when sitting in this position even if 
you are stout and if you want to lean back 
you can be, what few women are, graceful 
in a steamer chair. 


Bows for the Neck. 


While dresses are being worn almost en- 
tirely this season, the business woman still 
wears the tailored waists that are so smart 
and that give one a fresh, trim appearance. 
There is nothing that adds so much to the 
appearance of a waist as a charming little 
bow tie or a dainty jabot. There is nothing 
that could prove a more acceptable gift fora 
business woman than ‘a dainty collar or 
jabot. These little bows are easy to make 
and take for their manufacture odds and ends 
of insertion lace and lawn. 

For the most part these bows are finished 
around the edge with the popular button hole 
stitch done in mercerized cotton thread. They 
are trimmed almost exclusively with eyelets 
and blind dots, unless, of course, they are 
trimmed in any way with lace. The bows 
and jabots can be made out of tiny scraps of 
linen, lawn, and nainsook. Not many people 
know that nainsook can be used for such 
things, but it embroiders beautifully and will 
always look nice because it launders so well. 

The bows can be made in any shape and any 
size, although it is best not to get them too 
large. Whatever shape they are, they are 
made in one piece and pinched together in the 
middie. When the embroidery ends are fin- 
ished a piece of plain linen or whatever ma- 
terial has been used in the making can be 
folded into a tiny bow and used as a backing 
for the embroidered ends. 


SAGO APPLE PUDDING.—One cupful of 
sago in a quart of tepid water, with a 22 
of salt, soaked for one hour; six or eight 
ples pared and cored or quartered and 
steamed tender, and put in the pudding dish; 
boil and stir the sago until clear, adding 
water to make it thin, and pour it over the 
apples; bake one hour. This is good hot with 
butter and sugar or cold with cream and 
sugar. 

APPLE CORN MEAL PUDDING.—Pare 
and core twelve pippim apples; slice them 
thin; then stir with one quart of milk one 
quart of sifted corn meal: add a Ikctle salt, 
then the apples, four spoonfuls of chipped 
om and a teacupful of good molasses,adding 

a teaspoon of soda dissolved; mix these well 
together, pour into a buttered dish, and bake 
four hours; serve hot with sugar and wine 
sauce. This is the most simple, cheap, and 
luxurious fruit pudding that can be made. 

ENGLISH PLUM PUDDING.—Take one 
pound of stale bread in a pint of hot milk and 
let it stand and cool. When cold add to it one 
pound of sugar and the yo.iks of eight eggs 
beaten to a cream; one pound of raisins, 
stoned and floured; one pound of currants, 
washed and floured; a quarter of a pound of 
citron cut in slips and dredged with flour; one 
pound of beef suet, chopped fine and salted; 
one glass of wine, one glass of brandy, one 
nutmeg, and a tablespoonful of mace, cinna- 
mon, and cloves mixed; beat the whole well 
together, and as the last thing add the whites 
of the eight eggs beaten to a stiff froth. 
Pour into a cloth, previously scalded and 
dredged with flour; tie it firmiy, leaving room 
for the pudding to swell, and boll six hours. 
Serve with wine or brandy sauce. It is best 
to prepare the ingredients the day before and 
cover closely.

Winter Vegetables. 

TOMATO BOSQUE.—Put half a can of to- 

mau toes on to stew, with a good slice of onion, 
a tenspoonful of salt, a little pepper, and, 11 
you have it, a sprig or two of parsley or a bay 
leaf. When they are soft and smooth rub all 
through a fine sieve and add a saltspoon of 
soda, and when the foaming stops put in tiny 
bits of butter till you have used a large table- 
spoonful. Thicken a quart of milk with a 
leve! tablespoonful of cornstarch dissolved 
in a Mitle of the cold milk, and cook till 
smooth—about ten minutes in the double 
beller. Then pour the milk into the tomatoes 
and serve at once. 

STOCK TOMATO SOUP.—Take any sort 
of meat soup and add half a can of stewed, 
and well seasoned tomatoes. Strain and 
serve with croutons. 

TOMATOES AU GRATIN.—Take a can of 
tomatces, add salt and pepper and a tea- 
spoonful of minced onion; put them into a 
deep baking dish in layers with soft bread- 
crumbs, and put bits of butter on these; re- 
peat till the dish is full, with crumbs on top. 
and bake till brown. - 

TOMATO TOAST.—Stew down a can of 
tomatoes till thick, with a tablespoonful of 
chcpped onion, a tablespoonful of chopped 
persiey, salt and pepper; when the juice is 
somewhat absorbed pour. over slices of but- 
tered toast and cary at once. Do not strain.

Sauces and Dressings. 

WHITE MAYONNAISE SAUCE. — Prepare 
the mayonnaise with lemon juice instead of 
vinegar and when ready to serve fold into 
a dressing made of one pint of alive oil, a 
cup of whipped cream, and a few grains of 
salt and pepper. Use double cream, whip 
until solid, and measure after whipping. 

GREEN MAYONNAISE.—Cook togethera 
cup of peas, two or three leaves each of mint 
and lettuce, a root of spinach, and a sprig of 
parsiey, until the peas are tender. Drain 
and press through a fine sieve. If the pulp 
be moist cook and stir until dry. When cold 
add to mavonnaise dressing, using such quan- 
tity as is needed to secure the tint desired. 
Omit the mint leaves when the sauce is for 
fish.

Miss Protection of Snow. 


In a climate as changeable as ours itis by 
no means an uncommon occurrence to have 
all the seasons represented in a period not 
exceéding forty-eight hours, consequently 
during midwinter plants suffer more here 
than in climates much colder where the 
ground is, covered with snow the entire 
winter. 10 the layman it is hard to explain 
why plants that are perfectly hardy in Maine 
when transferred to the White house gardens 
at Washington frequently are destroyed by 
ten or fifteen degrees of frost because of no 
covering. 

Newly planted trees, shrubs, or plants 
should never be allowed to go into winter 
quarters unless they are well soaked with 
water, it makes no difference how big or 
little they are. How to protect and what 
with depend entirely where you are and 
what you have to protect with. There is 
no question that leaves are nature’s best 


guardian of all, and she is always right, fol- 


lowing, maybe, half rotted strawy manure, 
slough hay, branches of evergreens, shav- 
ings, either used as bedding in horse stable 
or not used, 

Then if snow gets mixed with any of this 
material so much the better. 


As to Thickness of Covering. 


The thickness of protection should depend 
upon the size of the plants. Of course I am 
writing more particularly for newly planted 
material. Ali trees will be much better with 
a blanket four inches thick. For trees two to 
three inches in diameter make a mat of at 
least. three feet across the roots of whatever 
material there is to be had, borders of shrub- 
bery and herbaceous plants and roses are bet- 
ter if the spaces between them are entirely 
covered three inches thick. Bulbs of all 
kinds, narcissus, tulips, byacinths, and 
lilies, if covered two inches thick with ma- 
nure, three parts decayed, will be much ben- 
efited. 

Now, in the spring, don’t rake off every 
bit of the protecting material you have 
used. Leave on as much as possible. Nature 
does not prim up all she laid down in No- 
vember.

BEATEN BY ROBBER, | „ 
BUT SAVED BY DOG) 4 


One Burglar Mauls a Saloon- 


“keeper, Other Pilfers Till 
Until Rescuer Appears. 


WIFE UNCHAINS CANINE. 


Three Other Holdup Men Escape 
with Loot After Firing on 
Many Pursuers. 


Beaten almost into insensibility by two 
robbers Andrew Staszewski, owner of a sa- 
loon at 5001 Loomis street, wae saved from 
possible death by a watchdog’s attack upon 
hig two assailants. The dog—a big New- 
foundland—then chased the robbers from the 
place. 

Staszewski, who was struck over tHe head 
with a shovel by one of the men, was hurt 
0 severely he had to be taken to a physi- 
cian’s office. Despite his fight the men ob- 
tained the contents, $18, of the cash regis- 
ter. 

The saloonkeeper was alone when the two 
men entered, his wife being in the rooms 
above the saloon with her children. One 
stood at the front of the bar and asked fora 
glass of beer, and when Staszewski went 
to draw it the second man stepped up to 
him and pointed a revolver at him. The first 
men then ran around the bar to the cash 


register. 
Wife Unchains Dog. 
Staszewski seized the arm of the man with 
the revolver and was about to wrest it away 
from him when the other robber, picking up 


victim’s cries attracted his wife and neigh- 
bors, and they ran to his aid, Mra. Stas- 
zewski stopping to release a big dog chained 
in a room at the rear of the saloon. 

As they entered one robber had just finished 
emptying the cash register the other 
was wresting himself loose from the saloon- 
keeper, who had held to him though beaten. 

They ran out of the door, with several men 
following, the dog in the lead snapping at the 
fugitives. 

Both robbers, urged to haste by the dog, 
socom were far ahead of their pursuers and 
disappeared in the darkness. 

The wife, whose quick action in releasing 
the watchdog caused the robbers to cease 
beating her husband, said: 

I was putting the children to bed when 
I heard Andrew shouting for help. . IImme- 
diately thought of Bruno and ran to his box 
in a back room, knowing thet he would be @ 
match for the men.” 


Holdup Men Shoot at Pursuers. 

Three holdup men who entered the saloon 
of Del Guidice & Imando, 142 North Sanga- 
mon street, early in the morning, held up Del 
Guidice at the point of revolvers, and after 
taking $50 from the cash register ran from 
the saloon. Del Guidice gave chase and the 
men fired upon him, one of the bullets tear- 
ing a hole in his shirt.

BIG DITCH HOUSES UNINSURED. 


Government Depends | on Precaution 
and Firemen for Protection of 
Buildings Worth Millions. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—On the many 
million collars’ worth of buildings owned by 
the United States government in the Panama 
canal zone not one cent of insurance is car- 
ried 

The government has spent $10,250,000 in 
bulldings in the zone, which amount takes no 
account of the value of those purchased from 
the French, nor the value of the property in 
the buildings. 

The only protection against fire the gov- 
ernment has for these buildings scattered 
along a line fifty miles in lengtf is in the 
precautionary measures taken and in the fire 
department, which has been developed to a 
splendié state of 1 

There are 38.838 buildings owned by the 
isthmian canal commission, and with few 
exceptions these are frame and of Nght con- 
struction. Precautions against fire are 
taken from the beginning, for no building fs 
erected within thirty feet of a one story 
building. or within fifty feet of a two story 
building; the setting of stoves therein is 
directed and the electric wiring is carefully 
inspected by the electricians of the fire de- 
partment. 

Frequent inspection is made in an build- 
ings, and in public service structures, such 
as commissaries, hotels, and clubhouses, the 
inspection is made et least three times a 
week. v 


CHARLES TAFT SCORES PAPER. 


Toledo News-Bee and Its Editor De- 
nounced for Attack in the Ohio 
Senatorial Fight. 


Toledo, O., Dec. 20.—[Special.)}—Charles P. 
Taft has delivered a scathing rebuke to the 
Toledo News-Bee and Negley D. Cochran, its 
managing ecitor, for attacks on himeelf and 
his brother Wildam. The direct occasion 
was a dispatch from Cochran from Columbus 
to his paper, which referred to the Ohio sena- 
torial contest as a “ battle of bosses, boodie, 
and patronage against brains, patriotism, and 
statesmanship.” 

Charles P. Taft, who is a candidate for the 
United States senate, replies as follows: 

The irresponsible charges published in the 
News-Bee are cheracteristic of the campaign 
of malicious representation which has been 
inaugurated by it.

Mr. Carnegie 
reached Washington tonight. He had noth- 
ing to say as to how he viewed his coming 
ordeal. The ironmaster did not want to 
come to Washington to talk about the tariff. 

At first Mr. Carnegie was invited to address 
the committee on the iron and steel schedules, 
He asked to be excused. 

Then the committee subpcenaed him. Mr.

and Possessions and 
Among Indians. 


RESULTS NOW ARE SEEN. 


Education and Quieting of Dis- 
orders Bring Wealth to 
| ‘Philippines, 


Washington, D. C., Dec, 20.—[{Special.)— 
The annual reports of the bureau of insular 
affairs and the commissioner of Indian af- 
. fairs were made public today. 

The progress of development in the Phil- 
ippines and Cuba is explained in the former 
report. The expense of the American ad- 
ministration, the great growth in egriculture 
and commerce, and the success in preventing 
any serious disturbance in the insular pos- 
sessions are fully gone into. 

The expenditures of the republic of Cuba 
on account of American intervention from 
Oct. 1, 1906, to June 80 last, were $757,843, 
these expenditures being made from funds 
allotted by the provisional government from 
time to time for army expenditurés due di- 
rectly to the army service in Cuba. 

The statement of extraordinary expendi- 
tures, on aceount ot the army of pacification 
in Cuba which under congressional! legisia-: 
tion are, to be reimbursed from the Cuban 
treasury, shows a total of $5,311,822. 

Praise for Philippine Scouts. 

The Philippine seouts are highly com- 
mended, and the bill to amend the Philip- 
pine tariff act, now pending in the senate, 
is indorsed by Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Ed- 
wards, chief of the bureau. Gen. Edwards 
says the Philippine scouts are an important 
factor in the education of the Filipino people 
and in the creation of a. higher standard 
of living in the islands. 1 

The report shows that the Philippine is- 
lands, by tariff and otherwise, nearly pay 
all expenses of the government there: The 
total receipts for the fiscal year ending June 
80 were $17,698,559 apd the expenditures 
$17,785,061. The report shows that 128 Fill- 
pino students are being educated in. Amer- 
ica at the expense of the insular govern- 
ment. The greater number of these are be- 
ing taught engineering, that they may serve 
the nation in the future development. Medi- 
cine, teaching, and law are the other leading 
branches. 


Report on Indian Affairs. 


The report of the bureau on Indian affairs 
deals with education of the natives and the 
suppression of the liquor traffic. The report 
tells of the difficulties placed in the road of 
wiping out the liquor traffic in Oklahoma 
because of the change from federal to state

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In discussing education, the report saye 281 
nt schools were conducted during 
the year, a net increase of two. The enroll- 
mont in these schools was 25,777, an increase 
of 143. and the average attendance was 21. 
807, an increase of 12z. The nonreservation 
schools show a decrease in average attend- 
ance of 285, the reservation boarding schools 
an increase of fifty-three, and the day schools 
an increase of 304. The decrease of 502 in 
average attendance shown for the mission 
boarding schools not under contract, which 
was 2,041, is balanced by the 598 Increase in 
the attendance noted for the contract schools 
which was 874. 

At Hampton institute, which is conducted 
under contract, the attendance showed a de- 
crease of fourteen. The total number of 

pupils enrolled in all Indian schools report- 
ing to the office was 30.689, an increase of 146, 
The number of schools was increased from 
S41 to 348. 


AMERICA’S BILL FOR SUGAR 
OVER A MILLION EACH DAY. 


Home Beet Product Exceeds That of 
Cane and Divides Importance in the 
World’s Statistics. 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 20.—Figuree gath- 
ered by the bureau of statistics shew thet 
the average American consumes half his own 
weight in sugar every year, ane Uncle Sam's 
‘suger bill averages.a milion a day. 
The consumption in the United States dur- 
ing 1907, the latest year for which statistics 
are aveilable, reached 7,089,667,975 pounds. 

Calculating this total at the average retail 
price of 5% cents per pound, gives a total of 
$372,000,000 as its cost to the consumer. 

It is shown that 21.3 per cent, or 1,511,000,- 
000 pounds of the sugar consumption of the 
country was of home production; 17.7 per 
cent, or 1.284.000 000 pounds, was brought 
from the insular possessions., and the re- 
maining 61 per cent, or 4,867,000,000 pounds, 
came from foreign countries. Forty-three 
miHion pouncs was the aggregate of the ex- 
portation of sugar from this country. 

For 1907 the quantity of sugar imported 
from fofeign countries was larger than ever 
before. The quantity brought from the 
island possessions was larger than in any 
previous year. The quantity produced at 
home exceeded that of any other year, and 
the quantity exported was larger than in any 
year of the last decade. The per capita of 
consumption was the largest ever recorded, 
an average of 82.6 pounds for each man, 
woman, and child. 

The production of beet sugar for the first 
time exceeded the production of cane sugar. 
the figures being: Cane sugar, 544,000,000 
pounds; beet sugar, 967,000,000 pounds. 

The world's production has practically dou- 
bled in the last twenty years, having grown 
to 32.000.000 000 pounds in 1907. While the 
United States consumed about 18 per cent of 
the total world’s production of 1887, it con- 
sumed 22 per cent of the greatly increased 
production of 1907. Beets now supply one-

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SLUMP IN SMELTING SHARES 
STILL THEME IN WALL STREET. 


Traders Regard It as Certain That New 
Company Will Not Be Able to Cut 
Into Earnings of Other for Some Time. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—[Special.J—On the 
stock exchange, whére the movement of 
prices has been so long dominated by specu- 
lative considerations, it is altogether natural 
that the remarkable break in American 
Smelting common shares and various expla- 
nations therefor should have been regarded 
as the week's most important development 
of a financial character. 

Until the failure of the Utah Copper com- 
pany to renew the contract with the Amer- 
ican Smelting company for the treatment of 
ores some months ago there was no whisper 
of intention on the part of any one to form 
a rival American company. Immediately 
after the disagreement over the terms of re- 
newal of this contract reports that a rival 
company would be formed at once spread 
and the elaborate manner in which they 
since have been disseminated makes it plain 
there was considerable animus mvolved in 
the proposals. 

The large and small speculators in Wall 
street who have been furnishing the bulk of 
the business of the stock exchange noted this 
tone of hostility in the new proposals and 
they lightened — ad holdings of securities 
last week. They know, as every one does, 
that it must be a matter of years before the 
new smelting company can establish iteelf 
upon a footing where it can seriously cut 
into the revenues of the older concern, but, 
on the other hand, they are aware that 
it requires only a few minutes to put under 
way a war in the stock market, with all the 
accompaniments of undisguised bitterness 
between the two great factors of the financial 
world. 

Hughes’ Action Does Not Trouble. 

There was le anxiety manifested in 
Wall street over the appointment of Gov. 
Hughes’ commission to determine what 
changes. if any, are advisable in the laws 
of the state bearing upon speculation in se- 
curitles.“ 

Other matters which stood out prominent 
ly in the week's news were the Delaware 
and Hudson bond decision and the decision of 
the United States Supreme court denying 
the right of the interstate commerce com- 
mission to force Harriman toanswer certain 
questions regarding the alleged purchases of 
stocks. 

Exportations of gold, which made some 
yolume during the preceding week, were not 
renewed last week, largely for the reason 
that the money market here developed an al- 
most unexpected degree of strength. Quota- 
tions on call loans rose to 4 per cent, the high- 
est figure touched since January this year, 
and this brought forward for placement 
here money from interior institutions and in 
smaller volume from abroad. In payment 
of Panama canal bonds banks here turned 
over to the subtreasury $17,000,000, and this, 

together with losses in return transactions 
with the government, resulted in a drain to 
the subtreasury of $23,453,000 by Thursday

Call Funds Expected to Advance 
by End of Week. 


TARIFF PROVES A FACTOR. 


Market Interests Watching Develop- 
ments Tending ta Revision. 


Money promises to be the immediate factor 
in the securities market. General conditions 
remain anged, but there is some evi- 
dence that money rates may work a little 
higher before the end of the year. The ex- 
cess reserve of the New York banks was on 
Saturday $12,583,575. Although this amount 
is sufficiently large, still it was saved only by 
a decrease of over $39,000,000 in deposits. 

Operations in connection with the purchase 
of the Panama canal bonds are doubtless the 
cause of the large changes shown, but the re- 
sult was the same as if other causes had been 
operating. Possibly the figures of next Sat- 
urday will be more favorable, but in any 
event the impression exists that call funds 
are likely to advance and an advance in 
money ordinarily means a recession in stock 


prices. 
Tariff Is a Doubtful Factor. 
The question of the tariff is an underlying 
one, about which there is considerable uncer- 
tainty. . For a time market interests were 
inclined to believe that the ways and means 
committee would male a perfunctory) busi- 


nese of tariff revision. Within the last three 


weeks, however, it has become apparent that 
the so-called standpatters are to have oppo- 
sition and that something will be done in 
the way of revision that may disturb certain 
lines of trade, and to thet extent affect the 
market. 

The revision, however, which shall deal 
with the business of the United States Steel 
corporation will be the one important factor. 
Any change in schedules likely to reduce the 
profits of the steel corporation will mean a 
shiver in the general market. The prices of 
the two classes of stock of that concern are 
at present ruling above any quotations that 
obtained in previous years. At the same 
time the corporation's business is but 65 per 
cent of the high level hitherto reached. 

Here lo an instance of high prices and low 
production. The stock quotations are based 
on the theory of a wide resumption of pros- 
perity which the market is discounting. If it 
is not discounting future profits then the 
state of business the company is now enjoy- 
ing does not warrant the current prices for 
ite shares. 


Good Crops—Returning Prosperity. 

But after all is said there ie the funda- 
mental fact of good crops and am acknowl- 
edged returning moverhent of prosperity, 
These will weigh in the minds of the public 
as broad general conditions, while tariff dis- 
cussion and tariff schedules will be consid- 
ered as passing events. Since the Republican 
party is the mother of the protective theory 
it is not to be believed that the business con- 
fidence of the country will be destroyed 
through any radical action, and what is 
meant here is that trimming of schedules 
will mean uncertainty in the market for the 
time being. After congress shall have fin- 
ished its work next year the way, so far as 
now can be seen, will be clear for a further 
upward movement. 

In its present position the market may be 
regarded as high. It is no longer a matter 
of buying almost any security with a feeling 
of safety. It is a question now of selection 
and so far as the average speculator is con- 
cerned of guessing in which direction the 
price will move. Evidently the important 
interests have the market well in hand. 
When they neglect it prices work lower. 
Then a little ostentatious buying starte an 
upward movement. 


Bank Statement. 

The New York bank statement issued on 
Saturday was the most intefesting one in 
weeks. The changes were wide, and the fact 
of the surplus reserve getting down to 812, 
583,575 showed a margin of safety sufficiently 
harrow to suggest the effect on money 
should the reserve be further lowered. The 
surplus shown compared with a deficit last 
year of $31,751,000 and a surplus two years 
ago of $3,280,900.

A satisfactory holiday season in wholesale 
dry goods, clothing, footwear, and fancy gro- 
ceries was practically closed last week. Mer- 
chants were forced to work packing and ship- 
ping room facilities to full capacity in order 
to meet the requirements of their trade, as it 
developed that a large number of buyers had 
waited until the last day before taking on 
extensive supplies, and when they finally de- 
cided to e their purchases they wanted 
the delivered immediately, compelling 
jobbers to express large quantities of geads 
which would have been moved by freight un- 
der normal conditions. 

Business in seasonable merchandise con- 
tinued of larger volume than at thie time in 
recent years, moderate stocks in retailers’ 
hands, and a broader consumptive demand 
than expected, necessitating frequent reor- 
ders. Prices showed little change of im- 
portance, but an upward tendency was noted 
in many lines, and stocks generally were too 
small to occasion any uneasiness as regards 
the immediate future. 

In the iron and steel trade the booking of 
the first orders for standard rails for next 
year’s use, and evidence indicating a consid- 
erable number of other big orders to be 
placed in the near future, served to strength- 
en dealers’ confidence in the stability of the 
market. Spikes and bolt used in railroad 
work continued in strong demand, while the 
call for bars showed no signs of diminishing. 
As compared with last year sales represented 
an increase of 3 to 4 per cent, and light rails 
were wanted much more extensively. Sales 
of pig iron were of good volume, while the 
production showed a steady increase. 

Lumber values were firmly held at the ro- 
cent advance, with all offerings meeting with 
a ready outlet. Building operations contin- 
ued without interruption, and no diminution 
was noted in contemplated improvements. 


ROAD DEFEATS RAIL MAKERS. 


Pennsylvania Wins Point in Fight as 
to Amount to Be Cut from 
Steel Ingot. 


PITTSBURG, Pa. . ‘Dee. 20.—[Spectal. 1 
The railroads won a great concession from 
the makers of steel rails, according to in- 
farmation leaking out here today with ref- 
erence to the recent order placed by the 
Pennsylvania railroad fot 185,000 tone. 

The concession means practically a cur 
of two dollars in the price, and the Pennsyl- 
vania made the rail makers sign an ironclad 
contract that the rallroad’s inspectors must 
at all times have access to the rail making 
plants. The inspectors will be permitted to 
say how much of the top of the steel ingot 
shall be cnt off. This is the point where the 
railroads won a victory, as the rail makers 
for years have refused to cut off as much 
of the ingot as the roads wanted. 

Pittsburg hears that the Pennsylvania rail- 
road already had opened negotiations with 
makers of rails abroad for next year’s supply 
when the steel corporation and others got 
to them last week. .
